fourth century, Christian writers 
refer frequently to the Blessed Vir- 
gin as the Queen and the Lady, 
meaning the empress. These titles 
are used more frequently than that 
of Mother, which became more 
common in later centuries. 


In the encyclical the Holy Father 
points out that Mary’s. Queenship 
finds its doctrinal basis both. in the 
divine maternity and in Mary’s in- 
timate association with her Son in 
the actual work of our redemption. 
“The basic principle,” he declares, 
“upon which Mary’s royalty rests 
. .. is without doubt her divine ma- 
ternity.” After announcing to the 
Blessed Virgin that she has found 
grace with God and is to bring forth 
a son, the Archangel Gabriel says: 
“He shall be great, and shall be 
called the Son of the Most High: and 
the Lord God will give him the

throne of David his father. and he- 


shall be king over the house of David 
forever: and of his kingdom there 
shall be no end.” Furthermore, Mary 
is called “the mother of the Lord.” 

“From this,” the Holy Father 
points out, “it is easily adduced that 
she. too is Queen since she has 
brought forth a Son Who; at the very 
moment that He was conceived, was, 
by reason of the hypostatic union of 
the human nature with the Word, 
even as man, King and Lord of all 
things . . . And it can likewise be 
said that the first one who with 
heavenly voice. announced Mary’s 
royal office was Gabriel the Arch- 
angel himself.”

cause He redeemed us, so the Blessed 
Virgin is our Lady and Queen be- 
cause of the unique way in which she 
has co-operated toward our re- 
demption by giving of her own sub- 
stance, by offering Him willingly for 
us, and by desiring, praying for, and 


bringing about our salvation In a 
singular manner.” 

By the will of God Mary was inti- 
mately associated with Jesus Christ, 
the principle of salvation itself, in 
bringing about spiritual salvation in 
a way that was quite similar to the 
manner in which Eve was associated 
with Adam, the principle of death.

understanding among them as to the reverence 
paid to Our Lady in the Catholic Church. Great 
numbers of them labor under the impression that 
we make a goddess out of her and “add another 
Savior for mankind.”

Christ is divine, Mary was but a human being, 
endowed with special graces and blessings. Of 
herself, Mary has no power to aid us: all her 
power comes from God.

The Enthronement 


Perhaps some readers are not 
familiar with what is called the 
Enthronement and Consecration. 


The Enthronement is a ceremony 
wherein a representation of the 
Sacred Heart is set up, enthroned 
as it were, in a place of honor in 
the home. A beautiful formula is 


recited in unison by the members 
of the family when the family 
consecrates itself to the Sacred 
Heart, and to ensure that the Con- 
secration be an abiding reality, it 
is customary for the family mem- 
bers. assembled before their en- 
throned King of Love, to repeat 
the Act of Consecration every eve- 
ning.

Is It Better Not To Marry? 


‘6 BISHOP then,” says St. Paul, 

“must be blameless (and) 
married but once .. .” The apostle 
goes on to say that “in after times 
some. will depart from the. faith, 
giving heed to deceitful spirits and 
doctrines of devils, speaking lies 
hypocritically, and having their 
conscience branded.

She received in- 
structions in the Faith from Moth- 
er Maguerite Bourjeoy’s the found- 
er of the Congregation de Notre 
Dame in Canada, and was baptized 
on April 24, 1696. Three years 
later, on September 19, 1699, she 
became the first girl born in terri- 
tory which later became a part of 
the U. S. to become a nun. Ac- 
cording to the Paulist Fathers’ 
magazine, Lydia Longley died in 
1758 after 62 years in the religious 
life.

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The story came up for discus- 
sion the other day when a ro 
of priests met for a day to tal 
over the problems of teenagers. 
One priest said that in his parish 
some 2,000 persons should go- 
ing to Mass every Sunday. In- 
stead, only about 750 actually go 
faithfully and regularly. This is 
the kind of example young people 
are getting at home. 

Another priest made the obser- 
vation that our young people feel 
more allegiance to the local hang- 
out than to their parish. They 
have no sense of the liturgy. They 
are losing knowledge of their 
faith. Many of them have no Cath- 
olic habits in their homes. Their 
dad knows nothing about the 
Church, so why should they?

And secondly, what can be 
done about the prodigals among 
the young people in our parish? 
What can we do for those who are 
fallen away from the Church? 

Yes, the boys had made their 
Easter duty, but they were pretty 
tight-lipped about some of their 
friends out in the neighborhood. 
They recalled seeing some of them 
at Mass on Easter. Sunday, all 
decked out in new suits, but 
whether or not they received Holy 
Communion is very debatable. It 
seems the last time anyone re- 
membered seeing these same boys 
at church was Christmas eve at 
midnight Mass. We know for a 
fact they didn’t receive Holy Com- 
munion that night. 

All right, then. We do have 
some prodigals among us. Right 
now in our city, Chicago, Samuel 
Cardinal Stritch has mobilized the 
Catholics to help the prodigals. 
At the end of each low Mass we 
say five Our Fathers, Hail Marys, 
and Glorys for the return of the 
prodigals. It is around this time 
of the year, as Trinity Sunday 
draws near, that we begin worry- 
ing about the prodigals., 

What can the boys do for the 
prodigais? One fellow suggested 
that they could each try to bring 
a friend to Mass with them next 
Sunday — someone they might 
know who is a little lax in his 
practice of the faith. It was a 
well-taken suggestion, with merit, 
but not enough of the guys pres- 
ent at this little get-together felt 
they knew someone specific in 


jtheir own block whom they might 


influence. 

So it got down te a very simple 
action for the prodigal youth in 
our parish neighborhood. It got

That was fair enough, but know- 
ing the typical teenager of today, 
the 11:15 Mass is a vestibule Mass. 
The vestibule of the Church is 
packed with young people. Atten- 
tion at Mass under those condi- 
tions is almost negligible 


The vestibule offers a lot of op- 
portunities for clowning around. 
It offers a neat arrangement for 
late-comers and a fast . getaway 
after Communion. It almost al- 
ways means no knowledge of what 
is going on at the altar: And sel- 
dom do the vestibule boys ever 
flash a rosary or crack a prayer- 
book. The vestibule Mass is the 
favorite Mass for those remaining 
duty-bound youth who still haven’t 
had enough gall to devise a» plan 
of escape such as we mentioned 
above. 


With some fear and trepidation, 
Father ventured forth a sugges- 
tion that the boys on this Sunday 
of . prayer for their prodigal 
friends, rise above the vestibule 
herd.

For Aristotle, the founder of political science, 
politics was conceived as the application of ethical 
principles to social problems. It is something like 
that in England, where the sons of the best families 
are trained for political careers, and in Switzerland, 
where all public servants, including school teach- 
ers, are expected to be active politicians. 


Unhappily the same high regard for the profes- 


of America. As a result it is difficult to engage the 
services of our best qualified people in political 
activity and consequently too many less-qualified 
citizens, both as to education and character, become 
involved in politics. This situation lowers the gen- 
eral standard of public service. 


What has caused this general degradation of 
politics in our country? The obvious answer is the 
politicians themselves, the people who are engaged 
in politics, some of them by being actually dishonest 
and others by passively countenancing fraudalent 
political. activity. % 


Struggle For Power 


The ones most generally charged with lowering 
the level of politics are certain types of political 
bosses and their henchmen who are the more or 
less hidden powers behind the scenes. To be suc- 
cessful, political parties must have a strong and 
well-knit organization. These organizations function 
on all levels from the city ward through state and 
national groups. Their greatest power is usually 
found in the city and state organizations where one 
man or woman is generally the head or boss. These 
individuals have great power, a practical situation 
which has produced one definition of politics as the 
struggle for power. 


In the vast majority of cases the local political 
organizations are honest and their members are 
devoted citizens working for the best interests. of 
their community or state. They have banded to- 
gether for better government. Many of these active 
workers have no desire for public office nor do they 
seek such offices for themselves, but they gladly 
assist in making political careers possible for others. 
There are, however, exceptions, so many of them 
that they have given politics a bad name. 3 


Unfortunately far too many of these exceptions 
have been under Catholic leadership. Such has been 
the case in some of our large cities whose political 
organizations have enjoyed, to say the least, doubt- 
ful reputations. Many of the leaders in these or- 
ganizations have been well known and prominent 
Catholics, generous and active in Catholic social 
and charitable work but whose political machines 
have been charged with all kinds of nefarious ac- 
tivities. This has not been good for religion and 
the Church. 

There are certain qualifications necessary to 
make a man a suitable candidate for public office. 
Among them three stand out—the requisite knowl- 
edge, moral integrity and the willingness to run 
for the office. According to Father Connell in his 
book, “Morals in Politics and Professions,” too 
many political candidates, both Catholic and non- 
Catholic, possess only the third of these require- 
ments. 

The lack of moral integrity on the part of some 
Catholics in politics is a fact that cannot be denied. 
Because of the dishonesty of a few, wild charges 
are made that there are more dishonest Catholic 
politicians than there are of any other creed. Such 
charges are absurd, false and gratuitous assertions 
which cannot be proved. Nevertheless we must 
face the unpleasant fact that there are a number

of Catholics actively engaged in politics who sin | 


them a bad name, whether Catholics or non-Catho- 
lics. The honest and able men in politics should be 
more interested in doing this than anyone else, for 
it would benefit their work, remove the odium at- 
tached to many of them and to the field of politics. 

These political leaders should also carefully 
screen all workers so as to prevent selfish men and 
men of doubtful character securing a foothold and 
perhaps rising to positions of power and influence 
to the further detriment of their organizations. 
Since politics is such a vital and important part of 
our public life, it is most important that politicians 
and political organizations enjoy the respect and 
confidence of all citizens. A thorough house cleaning 
and measures adopted by politicians to see that 
only people of ability and integrity are permitted 
active membership in the various political organiza. 
tions, would go far to restore this respect and con- 
fidence. 

We Catholics should also encourage more of our 
Catholic young men, college graduates with sound 
training in Christian philosophy and of high moral 
Standards, to become active in politics. It would be 
interesting to know how many of our Catholic col- 
leges and universities offer strong courses in: poli- 
tical science. It would be even more interesting to 


ascertain how attractive these courses are and how 


many students major in this subject. 

As a matter of fact only two Catholic men’s 
colleges and one Catholic college for women offer 
graduate degrees in Political Science. It would 
seem logical to present training and educational 
opportunities for our Catholic college students if 
we are to interest them in the field of politics. It is 
true all of our colleges do touch upon the moral 
issues in politics in their required Ethics courses 
but such instruction, while necessary, will not in 
itself stimulate an active interest in Politics as such. 
Our educational institutions, therefore, can be of 
real service is arousing a stronger and deeper in- 
terest in politics, an interest that would lead to 
active participation. 

Another thing that should be in some way be 
done is to bestir our Catholic citizens of both sexes 
to become active workers in the field of politics. 
We badly need men and women of high moral in- 
tegrity and unselfish honesty to be active politicians 
in the best sense of that term. How are we going 
to do this? We could begin in the parishes, with 
study clubs, societies and various media of parish 
instruction. ‘Our Catholic press could carry on an 
intermittent campaign of instructions and exhorta- 
tion to’ get good men and women to become inter- 
ested in goad government and to do what ever they 
can to help secure it. 

It is not necessary to urge them to go out and 
run for public office or to make politics a career. It 
is true we need people of the highest rectitude and 
professional training to hold public office but public 
offices are relatively few. What we do need is the 
right kind of people to adopt politics as an avoca- 


_ tion, as personal hobby or interest and to become 


active members of political organizations. 

In a democratic republic such as ours, whére 
the people elect their public officials, politics plays 
a highly important role. This is particularly true 
where we have a two-party system. The parties 
select the candidates for all elective offices. Not 
only do they select the candidates but the parties do 
everything possible to elect them. 

All this is politics, practical politics, and cer- 
tainly should be a perfectly legal and honest busi- 
ness. The character and type of the vast majority of 
office holders on all levéls of publie life thus de- 
pends upon politics and politicians. Hence the ex- 
treme importance of politics in our democratic so- 
ciety and hence too, politics should be the concern 
of every citizen. When it is, then the field of politics 
will begin to resume the highly respected position 
it should hold in American life. '

in Rome. 

“THE RECORD of the glorious 
and heroic missionaries in China 


shows that no one has succumbed | 
to this false proposal,” the Bishop | 
said. ‘As Father Chung stated in 
a reply to the proposal: ‘If I deny | 
the Vicar of Christ today, tomor- 
row you will ask me to deny Christ 
Himself. 

Bishop Sheen said that the 
Western Church desperately 
needed some of the spirit of sac- 
rifice that permeates the entire 
eastern Rite Liturgy. He said 
two things exemplify the unity 
between the Eastern Rite and 
the Latin Rite—the Holy Euch- 
arist and the Papacy.

The farm was purchased by 
the Hartford See in 1943 for the 
purpose of providing additional 
burial space. Two years ago, after 
permission had been granted by 
Bloomfield town atuhorities to 
develop the tract as a cemetery, 
some residents of the area sought 
an injunction on the grounds that 
the proposed cemetery would be 
a nuisance and would violate the 
town’s zoning regulations. The 
zoning regulations, adopted in 
1950, contain no provision for 
the establishment of new ceme- 
teries. 

Counsel for the archdiocese 
maintained at last year’s hearing 
in Superior Court that the pro- 
‘posed cemetery would not be a 
new one but rather the extension 
of the existing cemetery. Judge 
John M. Comley of the Superior 
Court rejected this argument and 
enjoined the archdiocese from us- 
ing the land as a cemetery. 

The Supreme Court has now 
ruled that Judge Comley erred, 
and in its unanimous opinion de- 
clared that the proposed use of the 
land can properly be regarded as 
“the extension of an existing ceme- 
tery,” a permitted use.
